knowledgment enough. 'Tis a great deal, 
I confeſs, to have received a being, bur 
I dare aftbrm that ir is infiuicely more 
to have received a good one. Birth 
Sives \us one common with beaſts : But 
'tis education that preſents us with the 
other, and which renders us in {one 
Kind, like to the Angels. 


But, Sir, if a govd Education. be ve- 
ry important with relation to the Uhil- 
dren, it 1s no leſs in regard of the Fa- 
{ thers. Ifir beto the one a principle of 

wiſdom, 1t 1s one of Sood fortune to the 
others.

follows, b-th that Education is whats ve- 
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be happy, if his Children be unwile. 


The one is' a neceſſary ſtep to the o- 
ther. From whence appears rhe indiipen- 
fible obligation of a Father to facrifice

for the inſtruction of his Children, and 
the forming of them to good manners. 
When he has the advantage of ſucceeding 


herein, he taſts in Marriage that felici--

All Fathers, 'tis true, are not in a condi- 
tion to advance their Children to Sciences, 
10r capable of tezching them themſelves.

nion than in action. As imperfect as 
knowing men are, they always make 
appear in their conduct ſome degrees 
of honeſty, which diſtinguiſh them to 
advantage. If knowledge has corrupted 
men, it has been by accident, after the 
lame manner that the Sun infects com. 
mon Sinks and Carcaſles. It has been 
often abuled, { confels, - but in the bot- 
rom nothing is beter of ir {elf Would 
to God, laid /es., that all theſe People 
were Prophets! There is not a Father 
bur ought to make the ſame wiſh for 
his Children, to defire they might be- 
come Learned, and to ule his lait endea- 
vours to obtain them this advantage, 
as the greateit of all goods. 


Obſerve, Sir, that to ſucceed well in 
the Education of Children, one mult go 
in the midſt of rwo oppolice extremt 
ties, and preſerve a juſt remper between 
ſeverity and indulgence. Love and 
Fear ought to divide the whole chriſt 
an- Education on the childrens fide, 25 
correction and inſtruction on the fathers: 
If you give them too large a Ireedom, 
they 
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they will deſpiſe you: If you alfow 
them none they will hate you. If 
you have roo much indulgence for 
them, they will become licentious: If 
you are too auſtere, they will be too re- 
lerv'd. In a word, if you make appear 
too much {weetnels in your condutt, theirs 
will be extreamly loole. On the other 
fide, if you never look--upon them _bur 
with an angry eye, you make them vio- 
lent, extravagant, and inſenſible of all 
your Exhortations. You lee then how 
neceſſary 1t. is to joyn theſe two things 
rogether in paternal diſcipline. A Fa- 
ther ought in ſome mealure to imitate 
God herein, of whom the Prophet ſays, 
That in the midſt of his chaſtiſements 


he always thinks of Mercy. The Father,
